Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District* 

Area* — The  size  of  the  Bellingham  Rural  District  is  246,850 
acres,  or  an  extent  of  385  square  miles,  being  the  largest  Rural 
District  in  England  and  Wales.  It  consists  of  28  Parishes 
(comprised  in  13  Ecclesiastical  Parishes),  which  for  convenience 
I  have  grouped  into  sub-areas  as  follows ; —

The  population  for  the  whole  district,  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General,  was  5689,  and  the  area  being  246,580  acres, 
gives  an  area  of  43*3  acres  per  each  inhabitant. 

There  are  1316  inhabited  houses,  which  makes  an  average 
of  4‘3  persons  per  house. 
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Physical  Features* — The  principal  feature  of  the  district  is  its 
expanse  of  long,  rolling,  undulating  bare  hills  (devoid  of  trees), 
which  become  wilder,  more  rugged,  and  higher  towards  the  west, 
where  they  assume  altitudes  of  about  2000  feet  above  sea  level. 
These  are  divided  into  ranges  formed  by  the  Rivers  North  Tyne 
and  Rede,  and  their  tributaries.  About  one-fourth  of  the  district 
situated  in  the  eastern  part  is  good  grazing,  but  the  remaining 
three-fourths  is  poor,  boggy  land,  covered  with  heather  and  bent, 
requiring  in  many  instances  several  acres  to  maintain  one  sheep. 
The  onl}^  woodlands  and  cultivated  lands  are  situated  in  the 
valleys  near  the  watercourses. 

The  chief  geological  formations  are  Coal,  Ironstone,  Lime¬ 
stone,  Freestone,  Clay,  Shale,  and  Fireclay. 

Coal,  which  is  plentiful,  is  worked  at  Plashetts,  Carriteth, 
Billerley,  and  Hareshawhead  (chiefly  landsale).  Freestone  is 
worked  at  Woodburn  and  Birtley  for  building  purposes,  and 
limestone  is  chiefly  worked  for  road  mending.  These  mines 
give  employment  to  about  500  men.  The  only  Factory  we  have 
is  the  Woollen  Mill  at  Otterburn,  which  emplo3\s  about  50  hands. 
The  chief  industry"  in  the  district  is  agriculture,  and  the  social 
conditions  are  those  usually  existing  amongst  a  communit}^  of 
hill  farmers,  there  being  comparativeh'  an  absence  of  povert3\ 

Rateable  and  Assessable  Values* — The  rateable  value  of  the 
district  is  ^97,841  ;  assessable  value,  ^68,529. 

Poor  La^w  Relief* — The  amount  expended  in  Poor  Law 
Relief  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1922,  was  : — In-Mainten¬ 
ance,  ^559  :  II  :  7,  and  in  Out-Relief,  ^1059  :  3  :  o,  being  a  total 
of  ^1618  :  4  :  7. 

There  are  no  Medical  Charities  within  the  area.  The  Ro3’al 
Victoria  Hospital,  Newcastle,  is  used  as  a  centre,  but  it  is  not 
sufficient,  in  evidence  of  which  there  is  always  a  long  waiting 
list. 

During  the  year  1921,  the  Hexham  and  District  War 
Memorial  Hospital  was  opened.  It  contains  between  25  and  30 
beds,  and  is  intended  to  benefit  persons  residing  in  the  district 
covered  b3"  the  4th  N.F.  recruiting  area.  It  is  principalU^ 
supported  by  voluntary  donations  and  annual  subscriptions,  by 
payments  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  patients,  and  by  the  income 
for  the  time  being  arising  from  invested  funds. 

Vital  Statistics* —Births*— V>\\r\\\g  the  year  1922,  there  were 
registered  105  births,  49  males  and  56  females  ;  4  of  these  were 
illegitimate,  all  females.  The  Registrar  General  estimates  the 
population  for  birth-rate  at  5689.  This  makes  the  birth-rate  18 ‘4 
per  1000,  which  is  2’2  less  than  the  birth-rate  for  England  and 
Wales.

Deaths* — There  have  been  72  deaths  registered  in  the 
district,  to  which  must  be  added  4  deaths  of  persons  whose 
residence  w^as  in  the  district,  but  who  died  elsewhere,  outside  of 
the  district,  which  makes  the  number  76,  41  males  and  35 
females.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  for 
death-rate  is  5689  ;  the  death-rate  therefore  is  i3'3,  as  compared 
with  to'6  for  1921,  and  i2‘9  for  Kngland  and  Wales  for  1922.  As 
the  total  number  of  Births  was  105,  and  the  Deaths  76,  it  follows 
that  the  difference  of  29  was  naturally  added  to  the  population. 
One  cannot  but  be  struck  by  these  figures,  showing  that  the 
birth-rate  is  higher  than  the  death-rate  by  5‘i.

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In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  an  outbreak  of 
Influenza  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  months  of  January, 
February,  and  March.  The  epidemic  was  of  a  somewhat  far 
reaching  nature.  The  real  anxiety  during  the  course  of  the  out¬ 
break  was  centred  in  the  cases  of  the  disease  which  were  accom¬ 
panied  or  succeeded  by  dangerous  complications.  The  general 
type  was  of  a  pulmonary  nature,  resulting  in  attacks  of 
pneumonia  and  acute  bronchitis,  whilst  a  smaller  number  of  the 
cases  w^ere  of  a  gastric  type.  This  disease  invalided  so  many  of 
the  staffs  and  children  attending  Otterburn,  Rochester,  and 
Falstone  schools,  that  it  was  considered  advisable  to  close  these 
institutions  for  a  period  of  2  to  3  weeks.  The  same  procedure 
was  necessary  in  the  case  of  the  schools  in  Bellingham.  Three 
deaths  were  attributable  to  this  disease. 

During  the  month  of  August,  three  cases  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  one  family  at  East  Woodburn.  Another  case  of 
same  disease  occurred  in  the  cottage  at  High  Learn,  West  Wood- 
burn.  The  origins  were  not  clearly  traceable.  One  death  was 
attributable  to  this  disease. 

Tw^o  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  Bellingham,  one  in 
Januar}^  the  other  in  Ma}'.  Four  cases  of  same  disease  occurred 
in  Otterburn  during  the  autumn.  During  the  month  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  ten  cases  occurred  in  the  Lanehead  and  Greenhaugh  areas. 
To  prevent  further  spread  of  this  disease,  it  was  necessary  to 
close  Thorneyburn  school  for  a  short  period.  Fortunately  all 
cases  were  of  a  mild  character. 

Smallpox* — No  primary  vaccinations  or  re-vaccinations  have 
been  performed  by  your  Medical  Officer  under  the  Public 
Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917,  as  there  have 
been  no  cases  of  Smallpox  in  the  district  for  some  time. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  County  Council,  who  are  the  local  supervising  authority,  and 
provide  a  health  visitor  for  the  district. 

Hospital  Accommodation*— have  no  isolation  hospital  for 
this  district. 
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POOO. 

Milk  Supply* — There  are  8  registered  Cowkeepers  and  Dairy¬ 
men,  whose  dairies  and  cowsheds  are  kept  up  to  the  standard 
required  of  them,  but  the  greater  part  of  the  milk  is  supplied  by 
farmers  who  are  not  registered.  The  milk  supplied  is  of  good 
quality. 

Milk,  Mothers^  and  Children's  Order* — There  has  been  no 
occasion  to  put  this  order  into  force,  as  the  supply  has  always 
been  satisfactory. 

Bakehouses* — There  are  4  Bakehouses  in  the  district.  They 
have  been  inspected  and  conditions  found  satisfactory. 

Slaughter  Houses* — There  are  10  private  Slaughter  Houses, 
which  have  been  examined  and  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER  SUPPLIES* 

Bellmgham. — The  supply  is  ample  and  of  good  qualit^c  No 
shortage,  but  at  times  the  pressure  is  short  in  the  higher  .situa¬ 
tions  through  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  users. 

Wark. — The  new  supply  obtained  is  ample  and  satisfactory. 

Birtlcy. — Is  a  private  supply  which  meets  the  requirements, 
but  it  would  have  been  better  if  a  more  abundant  supply  could 
have  been  obtained. 

Kir  kwh  el  ping  ton  is  well  supplied  with  a  gravitation  scheme. 

Ridsdale. — There  is  abundance  of  good  water  flowing  from  a 
pant  in  the  middle  of  the  village. 

East  Woodbuni  has  a  private  gravitation  supply  to  standpipes 
in  the  village. 

West  Woodhiirn. — This  supply  has  never  been  satisfactory,  a 
condition  which  requires  to  be  remedied.  With  regard  to  such, 
as  there  is  a  main  belonging  to  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead 
Water  Co.  passing  through  the  village  a  sufficient  and  ample 
supply  could  be  obtained,  a  couple  of  standpipes  placed  at  most 
convenient  sites,  and  arrangements  made  for  filtering,  if 
necessary. 

Otterburn  has  a  private  gravitation  supply  which  is  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Rochester  has  also  a  private  gravitation  supply. 

Plashetts. — The  village  consists  of  two  distinct  parts,  one 
called  the  B^ar  Colliery,  and  the  other  Bank  Top.  The  former 
has  to  take  its  supply  from  a  spring  on  the  hill  ;  the  latter  has 
what  is  called  a  gravitation  supply.  If  the  collecting  tank  had 
been  at  the  source  of  supply,  the  village  would  have  been  more 
adequately  supplied. 
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Falsto?ie. — This  supply  is  unsatisfactory,  and  steps  ought  to 
l)e  taken  to  improve  it.  No  complaints  were  received. 

Greenhaugh. — Is  supplied  from  springs  which  are  not  satis¬ 
factory. 

Lanehead. —  ,,  ,,  ,, 

Stan7tershuni. —  ,,  ,,  ,, 

School  Supplies  on  the  whole  are  the  same  supplies  as  the 
villages  have. 

Ri’vers  and  Streams* — Some  of  the  villages  are  provided  with 
refuse  depots.  Others  are  not.  Where  there  is  no  suitable 
place  provided,  refuse  is  generally  deposited  on  the  banks  of  the 
rivers  and  their  tributaries.  There  are  also  a  number  of  isolated 
places  with  no  proper  sewage  disposal ;  in  these  cases  the  sewage 
finds  its  way  into  the  watercourses. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE* 

Bellmgharn. — The  sewage  disposal  is  satisfactor^c 

Wark. — Is  also  satisfactory. 

Birtley. — Is  acting  satisfactorily. 

Kirkivhelpington. — An  open  sewer  which  conveyed  the  sewage 
has  been  piped.  The  sewage  is  untreated. 

Ridsdale. — Certain  drainage  works  have  been  carried  out, 
and  proved  satisfactor3'\ 

Wes/  Woodbium  sewage  disposal  has  acted  satisfactorihc 

East  WoodbutJi. — A  new  s^^stem  has  been  contemplated  for 
some  time. 

Oiterburn. — With  care  and  attention  works  satisfactorily, 
although  the  levels  are  not  good. 

Plashetts. — This  sj^stem  has  been  overhauled,  but  cannot  be 
made  satisfactory  unless  an  adequate  supply  of  water  is  provided. 

Falstone^  Greenhaugh^  and  Lanehead. — New  sewage  schemes 
will  have  to  be  considered  in  the  near  future,  Greenhaugh 
especially. 

Closet  Accommodation*— -Areas  supplied  with  a  sufficiency  of 
water  are  well  supplied  with  W.C.’s.  Those  who  have  not 
adopted  this  system  are  being  served  with  notices  to  do  so. 
Others  are  obliged  to  adopt  the  dry  s^vstem. 

Scavenging* — We  have  no  public  scavenging  systems.  In¬ 
habitants  attend  to  it  themselves. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  District* — No  Bye-laws  adopted. 
Routine  inspections  of  the  district  have  been  made  throughout 
the  year.  The  following  report  and  table  supplied  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  will  show  the  number  of  visits  made,  and 
with  what  result, 
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SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT  t922. 


During  the  year,  312  inspections  were  made,  and  229  defects 
and  nuisances  were  found.  Notices  to  remedy  tliese  defects, 
etc.,  were  served,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  notices  were 
complied  with  or  attention  promised.

— Repairs  to  fabric,  rebuilding  of  gable  wall, 
and  improvements. 

West  Town  Head,  Otterburn. — Internal  improvements  con¬ 
verting  large  house  into  three  houses. 

Dargues,  Otterburn. — New  outbuildings  and  improvements. 

School  House,  Otterburn. — Improvements  to  house,  new 
sanitary  conveniences,  etc. 

Lloyds  Bank,  Bellingham, — New  wash  house,  improve¬ 
ments,  etc 
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Plashehs  Village*-  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  these 

houses  is  being  slowly  carried  out.  The  most  notable  improve¬ 
ment  is  the  erection  of  sanitary  conveniences  as  follows  ; — Stable 
Row  2,  Shop  Row  3,  Wood  Row  3,  Tile  Row  2,  Stone  Row  2. 
Other  improvements  are  to  be  carried  out  in  the  summer. 

Severs  and  Drainage*  —On  the  whole  these  are  working  satis¬ 
factorily  throughout  the  district.  Slight  trouble  has  been 
experienced  at  Otterburn  where  the  levels  are  flat,  owing  to  the 
flush  tank  on  the  north  side  being  out  of  action.  This  is  being 
repaired,  and  when  in  order  no  further  trouble  is  anticipated. 
Sewage  s3^stems  are  required  for  Greenhaugh  Village  and  Lane- 
head,  and  rubbish  tips  at  Otterburn  and  Greenhaugh. 

Sewage  Disposal  These  have  been  regularly  inspect¬ 

ed,  and  with  the  exception  of  small  defects,  have  been  found  in 
good  order  and  giving  an  excellent  effluent. 

Water  Supplies* — New  water  supplies  have  been  provided  as 
follows  : — 

Troughend  Bungalow,  Otterburn. — A  supply  was  provided 
for  this  dwelling  by  means  of  a  well,  which  soon  after  completion 
ceased  to  ^deld.  The  bore  hole  was  widened,  and  has  given  a 
good  supply  since. 

High  Rochester  Village. — A  supply  is  badl}"  needed  for  this 
village,  but  so  far  the  owners  will  not  move  in  the  matter.  The 
cost  of  the  scheme  is  too  large  for  the  Council  to  proceed  under 
the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  but  negotiations  are  still  in 
progress  with  the  owners,  and  it  is  hoped  to  soon  be  able  to  give 
a  supply. 

Mousey  Haugh,  Falstone.  The  suppl}^  to  these  cottages  is 
inadequate,  and  should  at  once  receive  attention. 

Mill  Cottage,  Bellingham. — A  new  supply  has  been  provided 
for  this  cottage. 

Bellingham  Water  Supply. — This  on  the  whole  has  been 
thoroughly  satisfactor}^  though  at  times  a  shortage  has  been  ex¬ 
perienced  by  consumers  at  high  levels.  A  regular  system  of 
imspection  of  water  fittings  is  being  carried  out. 

Wark  Water  Supple — This  has  been  quite  satisfactoiw,  with 
the  exception  of  slight  discolouration  of  the  water  at  times. 
This  complaint  has  been  remedied  b}'  regular  flushing  of  mains. 
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Greenhaiio^h  and  Laiiehead. — Water  supplies  are  badl}^ 
needed  for  these  places.  vSchemes  for  provision  of  same  were  in 
hand  before  the  war,  but  since  then  nothing  has  been  done. 

Co<^ushedSt  Dairies t  and  Milkshops,—^\iese  have  all  been 
regularly  inspected,  and  in  each  case  have  been  found  clean  and 
in  good  order. 


Slaughter  Houses* — These  are  lo  in  number.  Although 
there  are  no  byelaws  in  force,  the  proprietors  are  very  particular 
with  regard  to  cleanliness.  No  bad  or  diseased  meat  has  been 
seen. 

Disinfection* — Necessary  fumigation  has  been  carried  out  in 
eleven  instances  after  infectious  disease.  Disinfectants  have 
been  supplied  on  request  for  disinfecting  purposes.
